Acquainted as 
European peoples are with prevailing 
systems of government in Great Bri- 
tain, France, Italy, Belgium and other 
countries where it is necessary that 
the Government of the day command 
the support of a majority of the elec- 
ted representatives’ of the people, they 
are puzzled by the American system 
where the Executive may continue to 
administer the affairs of government 
despite the fact that it may lave lost 
the support of Congress. 

During the war, the people of Eu- 
rope were amazed and puzzled at the 
evidence of an almost autocratic pow- 
er possessed by President Wilson, a 
power apparently far greater than 
that enjoyed by any British, French 
or Italian Premier.

The inevitable-result is, of course, 
that Europe and America still fail to 
understand one another. The. out- 
come has left a bad impression, and 
the masses of the people who do not 
understand the American constitution 
feel that the United States has bro- 
ken faith with them; that they accept- 
ed the League of Nations proposed 
by President Wilson when it is gen- 
erally admitted a satisfactory and 
workable peace treaty could have been 
achieved in a relatively short time 
without the inclusion of the League 
covenant; and that now the United 
States haggles over and will possibly 
reject the policy for which President 
Wilson was the sponsor. 

If, instead of going to Europe him- 
self, President Wilson had sent en- 
voys to negotiate the Peace Treaty, 
Europe would have better understood 
the situation, because President Wil- 
son was only a negotiator himself and 
possessed no greater power—although 
wiclding a greater influence—than any 
other United’ States delegate. His 
very presence at the Peace Confer- 
ence, and, to put it mildly, his fail- 
ure to enlighten Europe as to his ac- 
tual powers and standing, is today the 
cause of much misunderstanding and 
some bitterness which might, and 
ought, to have been avoided.

Peru’s Offer to Immigrants 


Willing to Help Desirables; Anxious |_ 
to Discourage Shiftless 

Peru desires immigrants and is evi- 
dently as willing to help desirables as 
she is anxious to discourage the shift- 
less and mischief-making, . The gov- 
ernment is still working at the details 
of a statute for the promotion of im- 
migration, but the regulations issued 
by the President and temporarily in 
force probably give a good general 
idea of what the law will be like. The 
desirable immigrant is just now en- 
couraged by the thought that for six 
days after coming ashore the Peruvian 
nation will pay his living and lodging 
expenses, and those of his family, and 
will provide transportation also to the 
selected place of residence. Furniture 
and articles of personal use, tools and 
agricultural implements may come 
in with the family free of duty, But 
in order to come at all the immigrant 
must be identified as the real owner 
of his offered passport, his good “be- 
havior in the past must be certified, as 
well as his intention of residing with- 
in Peruvian territory and of exercising 
some useful trade, industry, art or 
eraft, Also he must explain why he 
and his family came, and leave his 
finger-prints with the authorities. 
For desirable immigrants Peru also 
undertakes to pay third-class fare for 
the traveler and his family, provided 
that his family does not exceed three 
members, and that his desirability is 
well proved before he starts,

Canada’s welfbcing is cloquently 
shown in the bank statement for No- 
vember, from which it is evident the 
country is in a condition of extra- 
ordinary prosperity, In spite of the 
fact that the Canadian people have 
subscribed to four or five war loans 
during the last four years, and that 
most of the money thus subscribed 
came out of the domestic pocket and 
not from foreign sources; in ‘spite of 
the fact that the last Victory loan 
reached nearly the $700,000,000 mark, 
there is over $1,000,000,000 to the cre- 
dit of the citizens of the Dominion in 
the savings branches of the various 
banks.

In 
addition to the saving banks credits, 
the statement shows that the banks 
have $700,000,000 of demand deposits.
